Your Association recently published its 
annual fact sheet. Copies are now being 
distributed to member institutions and to 
members of the Executive Committee. I was 
struck as I checked over it by the scope of our 
two-year system in Alabama. Over 42,000 
students are enrolled in the system, and 
they are taught by almost 1,000 full-time 
faculty members. Our overall enrollment 
constituted 23.1% of the total headcount in 
Alabama's public colleges and universities. 
Another significant fact found in our 
information literature was that our 
enrollments have increased 203% over a 
twelve year period, beginning in 969. 
Approximately one-half oi the freshmen 
enrolled in state-supported higher 
education in this state attended our 
institutions. 

Our statistics as an employer are 
impressive as well. The system had 940 full¬ 
time and 627 part-time faculty members 
during the 1980-81 year. In addition, 506 
persons were employed in instructional 


support: librarians, counselors, and other 
student services. During that year, the 
system had 2,140 full-time employees. 

Faculty members are well-prepared, 
according to our data. Of the 940 full-time 
total reported, 124 hold an earned, in-field 
doctorate, 194 hold master’s degrees plus 60 
or more hours, and 258 have at least thirty 
hours above the master’s degree. Only 42 do 
not hold a master’s degree, and these 
individuals are all in creative or applied 
fields. 

This data tells an interesting story for 
AJCCA as well. Think of the success of our 
annual conference it two-thirds of the 
professional and support people attended! I 
would like to see at least 1,200 active and 
enthusiastic Association members in 
Birmingham on April 15 and 16.1 know that 
the commissions and interest groups are 
preparing interesting, professional 
programs for the membership. It will be 
wasted without the involvement of each of 
you. Please make your plans now. 
Information appears in this issue of the 
newsletter which will enable you to register 
for the conference and to reserve a room in 
the hotel of your choice. Please return the 
conference registration form with your $20 
directly to Gene Brannon at Wallace-Dot- 
han. Return the hotel reservation card of 
your choice to the address shown. Please 
note that the card for the Hilton requires no 
stamp, but that the Holiday Inn card does. 
Remember: early registrants will have 
opportunities to win more and better door 
prizes.

JO MARSHALL, 
JEFFERSON STATE INSTRUCTOR, 
CHOSEN “Leader for the 80s’’

Jo Marshall, instructor in the Division 
Language Arts at Jefferson State Junior College, is one 
of 100 top women in management chosen nationwide to 
participate in “Leaders for the 80s/’ This leadership 
training program is designed to assist community 
college women to assume major policy-making 
positions during the decade. 

During the 6-month project, participants will be 
paired with mentors at their colleges to work on a 
research project that will aid their institution, 
participate in special regional workshops and national 
conferences and become involved with other women in 
top-ranked administrative positions. 

The project is sponsored by the 
Innovation in Community Colleges, a corsortium of 17 
community college districts nationwide, and by the 
American Association of Women in Community and 
Junior Colleges. The program is being conducted by 
the Maricopa Community Colleges in Phoenix, 
Arizona. 

Dr. Marshall has been employed at Jefferson State 
since 1969. She serves as sponsor for Jefferson State’s 
national award-winning Pi Pi Chapter of Phi Theta 
Kappa. In 1978 she was named the junior college 
honorary society’s Most Distinguished Sponsor in the 
nation. In addition to her duties as loca sponsor, Dr. 
Marshall currently serves as Regional Advisor for the 
Alabama Region of Phi Theta Kappa. 

Dr. Marshall received her Ph.D from The University 
of Alabama in 1978. Since finishing her dissertation on 
William Faulkner, Dr. Marshall has made 


presentations to colleges and universities around the 
state and nation lecturing on William Faulkner and his 
writing with Faulkner’s nephew Jimmy Faulkner, a 
resident of Oxford, Mississippi.

Joanne Jordan, Director of Extended-Day 
Program at Southern Union State Junior College who 
will take over in April as AJCCA president, started 
running four years ago. She usually runs five or six 
days each week-rain or shine-for a total of some 30-35 
miles every week. 

Her husband, Dr. Bennett Jordan,, is also on the 
faculty at SUSJC and has been running for almost 15 
years. His encouragement plus Joanne’s concern about 
weight and general health finally got her interested in 
joining Bennett for his road running. Now they are a 
familiar pair on streets and roads in and around 
Wadley as they get in their almost daily runs together. 

The benefits? Joanne is quick to answer with “I feel 
great!” And she adds, “I have more energy, a low heart 
rate and blood pressure, and I’m sure it also helps my 
overall disposition.” 

The Jordans have participated in many runs in both 
Alabama and Georgia-including one marathon of 26.2 
miles (the Vulcan in Birmingham) in which Joanne 
won a 3rd place trophy in her age group. She has also 
won four trophies in four tries in the Vulcan Run (6.2 
miles), two of the 1st place trophies, one 2nd and one 
3rd. 

Among the other recent runs they’ve participated in 
are the Atlanta Peachtree Road Race, the Valley’s 
Chattahoochee River Run, Torch Run in Birmingham, 
Columbus Half Marathon, runs in LaGrange, Gadsden 
and several others in Alabama and Georgia.

“Most Outstanding Student” Award Set for AJCCA Convention 

The Deans of Students organization announces that the “Most Outstanding Student’’ Award will be presented as a 
part of the AJCCA Convention in Birmingham.

COMMUNITY COLLEGE HUMANITIES ASSOCIATION ACTIVE IN ALABAMA 

At the State Convention in Birmingham, information will be available to all Humanities’ faculty concerning their 
participation in the Community College Humanities Association. CCHA has as its three-fold purposes (1) the creation of 
a visible body of humanists to make the case for the humanities within community colleges and to other institutions and 
groups that have an interest in higher education; (2) the establishment of a regular forum for the critical exchange of 
ideas and the communication of information on successful academic programs and significant developments in the 
humanities within community colleges; (3) the support of the professional work of teachers of the humanities in 
community colleges; and (4) the encouragement of intellectual and scholarly activity in the humanities. 

CCHA activities include annual divisional meetings, publications (The Community College Humanist and a journal, 
The Review and Proceedings of CCHA), communications about newsworthy items and reports of successful curriculum 
programs in humanities education, cooperation with other organizations in nationwide promotion of the humanities, 
ana a national office to coordinate the activities of the Association. 

Those eligible for membership in CCHA include junior/community college faculty in the broad area known as 
humanities-English, history, philosophy, psychology, music, art, speech, drama, etc. IDr. Alice W. Villadsen, 
Chairperson of Humanities at John C. Calhoun State Community College, is the State Chair of CCHA.

COMMUNITY COLLEGE RESEARCH NETWORK TO BE FORMED 

Following discussions over many months, Drs. Thomas Diener and Thomas Owings of the Institute of Higher 
Education Research and Services at The University of Alabama called a group of community college leaders together to 
explore ways to increase and enhance research efforts in Alabama two-year institutions. The purpose of the meeting was 
to discuss educational research at two-year institutions in Alabama, the role of institutional researchers and faculty in 
educational research at community colleges, and ways the Institute could assist in research networkingamongtwo-year 
institutions in Alabama and the Southeast. 

“We’re excited about the possibility of establishing a network of faculty and professional staff interested in and 
involved with community colleges in Alabama,” Diener says. “The Institute has, for a number of years, assisted 
community colleges in a number of research projects, and we believe this research network will greatly enchance 
community college research in our state.” 

The group felt the institute could assist in several ways; for example, serving as a liaison with community colleges to 
either assist in researach activities or identify existing resources to support research activities. Additionally, Institute 
involvemen t might include coordinating mini-workshops on topics of keen inportance to faculty and researchers at two- 
year colleges. 

At the annual meeting of AJCCA, interested faculty and researchers are asked to meet with stafi from the Institute to 
discuss the research network. The meeting will be announced in the program.

New Statistics Describe 
Alabama’s Two-Year College System 


AJCCA Publishes Updated Informational Brochure 


Through 


initiative of the Alabama Junior and Community College 


Association, there has been published an updated informational brochure 
describing junior and community college education in Alabama. Dr. Joanne 
Jordan, Vice President of AJCCA, coordinated the efforts to update statistics 
relating to the system. Portions of the data were provided by Postsecondary 
Education Services, Alabama State Department of Education. The brochure is 
designed for use as a public information tool by the AJCCA membership. 

Included in the new brochure are these statistics which should be of interest to 
all junior/community college personnel: 


Fall enrollment for 1981 showed 
that 42,610 students were 
enrolled in Alabama’s public two- 
year colleges. 

Within a 12 year period, Fall 1969 
to Fall 1981, the enrollments in 
the community and junior 
colleges have increased 203% 

Approximately one-half of the 


total number

freshmen enrolled in state 
supported two- and four-year 
colleges and universities were 
enrolled in Alabama community 
and junior colleges. 

Women made up 57.9% of the 
total headcount enrollment in 
community and junior colleges in 
Alabama, Fall 1981.

Through 
working with the State Commission on Higher 
Education and the East Alabama EMS, an Advanced 
Cardiac Life Support course was authorized to be 
taught by Gadsden State Junior College at Southern 
Union in Wadley as an off-campus course. This ACLS 
course is the third and final level of instruction for 
paramedic courses taught in the 11-county East 
Alabama EMS region. 

Graduation exercises were held December 4 at 
Southern Union for the 17 new paramedics who 
successfully passed the two quarter (six months) course 
in ACLS. The graduates received two certificates-one 
for completing the ACLS course and one certifying 
them as paramedics.

Licensed Practical Nursing Program (LPN) has been 
granted initial accreditation for 8 years by the National 
League for Nursing. 

According to Dr. Rhoda Kirkpatrick, Calhoun’s 
Chairperson for Health Sciences, Calhoun’s program is 
the first in Alabama to be accredited. Kirkpatrick calls 
it a milestone for Health Services in the area. 
“Accreditation by the National League (for nursing) is 
an indication of the quality of the nursing instruction 
students receive at Calhoun.” 

Chasteen lauded the efforts of Dr. Kirkpatrick and 
the LPN instructors, Mrs. Peggy Holsonback, Mrs. 
Virginia King, Mrs. Rita Kyle and Mrs. Cornelia 
Beasley. “They are dedicated professionals. As a result 
of their efforts, the community served by Calhoun has 
had the benefit of competent practical nurses for many 
years.” 

Calhoun’s LPN program was established in 1953. It 
is a 12-month technical college program which includes 
courses in nursing with practical patient care under the 
direct supervision of the technical nursing faculty. 
Practical nursing students must be graduates of an 
accredited high school or hold an equivalency 
certificate. Upon completion of the course, the graduate 
is eligible to write the State Board examination for 
Licensure as a Licensed Practical Nurse.
